Railroads Blockaded and Tel- 
egraph Wires Down. 


FAST RIVER FROZEN OVER 


People Chilled to Death in New 
: York’s Streets. 
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INCIDENTS OF THE TERRIBLE STORY

New Yor«. March 13.—There has been only 
a partial resumption of traffic in this city. 
Elevator railroad trains are running at_inter- 
vals, but they are wholly inadequate for the 
requirement. Most of the business men who 
have come down this morning were forced to 
walk. Sieighs and carriages were in great 
demand. The wind is sti blowing furiously, 
and snow badly drifted, being piled in many 
places six and eight feet high. East river was 
frozen hard this morning, and many Brook- 
lynists walked across it to the New York side. 
Few trains. if any, have reached the different 
termini in New York and Jersey city. 

Many trains are stalled between stations on 
the Hudson river and Harlem roads. Offficia!s 
aaid yesterday that 

FORTY TRAINS WERE SNOWED IN. 

Efforts to break through the snow drifts had 
completely failed, and not a train reached the 
depot during the day, Most of the roads report 
a similar condition of affairs. Passengers 
suffered great discomfort. Ferry boats are 
only run at long intervals. All castern wires 
are down. 

Communication with Philadelphia last night 
by long distance telephones said that the 
storm there was the gtreatestin over thirty 
years. No trains were running, and many 
snow boun@near the city. The east bound

. Business is suspended. <All telegraph wire 
is dawn.” Most of the people who gat to busi- 
ness yesterday were unable to get home last 
night. Hotel accommodations were strained 
to their utmost. Stores and offices were con- 
verted into sleeping apartments for the benefit 
ofemployes. Many girls were compelled to 
vecept such quarters. A majority of the thea- 
‘ars closed last night. 

Six heavy engines were sent from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, at Jersey City station, this 
morning, to clear snow drifts from tracks. 


They managed to get half a mile from the de- 

ot, when the front engine encountered a 
homey bank and was thrown from the track 
into the street. Thomas Whelan, an ¢xtra 
fireman, and John Mullins, !yardmaster, were 
seriously injured. It is believed Whelan will 
dis. The engine is badly wrecked. 

The storm is still raging at Albany. Its 
equal has never been seen in this vicinity. The 
streets are completely blocked. Only twenty- 
three of one hundred and sixty asdaabers of the 
legislature were present, and probably it will 
be Thursday before a session will be called. 
No trains are running.

About tifty members and senators were on 
board. No provisions could be obtained for 
the snow-bound party until this morning, when 
they ate frosted ham and potawes.

It was impossible to geta New York 
paper today throughout a large portion of 
Brooklyn and Jersey City. Public schools are 
practically ciosed. The fire department warns 
people to be careful, as it is almost impossible 
to get the engines out. Preparations are being 
made to mount them on slows. 

At Troy it is snowing harder than ever this 
evening. 

A number of ocean steamers have been lying 
at quarantine two days, unable to come up the 
bay to their piers. They report rough weather 
outside, 

At Syracuse no trains are moving in any di- 
rection. All trains from the west are held 
there, with no prospect of moving before to- 
morrow. The hotels are crowded with belated 
travelers. Stock trainson the Central and 
West Shore roads are being cared for at sta- 
tions each side of the city. The officials of 
thése roads say that nothing can be done to- 
ward eons the roads until the storm ceases. 

There is but little improvement today at 
Philadelphia. The stagnation of business 
caused by the storm continues. Street car 
companies have generally resumed business, 
and with four-horse teams succeeded in mov- 
ing over their routes with a slight detention. 
The steam railroad system, however, is stil! 
In & bad condition, but every effort 
is being miade -to run _ trains over 
roads centering here. Trains arrived from Bal- 
timore and Washington during today on the 
Pennsylvania road and trains 
at 4:50 p. m. On the bulletin board at 
Broad street station the following announce- 
ment is made: 

“No trains on the New York Central division,and 
no trains for Pittsburg and the west today.”’ 

; The Latest Report. 

New York, March 13— Midnight.—Pie 
situation at this hour is less promising. ‘Io- 
ward evening the clouds thickened: and 10w 
the snow is falling heavy again. Railroads cen- 
tering in this city from every direction made no 
perceptible progress toward a resumption 
of travé?, though the managers "of some lines 
expressed the hope of being able to get some 
trains through tomorrow. If the snowfall 
continnes, however, it seems probable the sit- 
uation will be worse than it was yesterdav,and 
the prolongation of blockade for twenty-four 
or forty-eight hours will bring untold priva- 
tion and suffering and financial loss. 

DIFFICULTIES OF TELEGRAPHING. 

WAsHINGTON, March 13.—The telegraphic 
situation tonight has vastly improved over 
last night. ‘The weather has been bitterly 
and continuously cold until late this afternoon, 
when the wind abated some, making the cold 
appear less intense. No trains have arrived 
today from any point north of Baltimore, but 
the ciearing of the Baltimore and Potomac 
gave the Pennsylvania road a clear outlet to 
the west and north over its Northern Central 
road, via Harrisburg. The Pennsylvania road 
was, however, blocked on its main line be- 
tween Harrisburg and Philadelphia. Up to 
eight o’clock tenight no person has reached 
Washington from New York who started after 
midnight Sunday. The last to come through 
left New York at midnight Sunday, and they 
reached here at iLo’clock aioadeg nigh along 
with the Philadelphia papers o Monday 
morning. The northern newspapers to reach 
Washington are New York papers of Sun- 
day morning and Philadelphia of Mon- 
day morning. Communication by rail with 
Baltimore is prompt, notwithstanding the rail- 
road companies have no telegraphs with which 
to. direct trains. The railroad company is 
selling no tickets over its New York and Phil- 
ade! phia line, — at the passenger’s risk as 
to detention beyond Baltimore. Railroads and 
telegraphs around Philadelphia are still ina 
chaotic state. 

Kailroad men who .haye attempted to open 
compunnication between Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia report the railroad cuts drifted twenty 
feet deep or more and the snow frozen solid in 
the broken country north of the Susquehanna 
river. Western Union wires between Wash- 
ington and Alexandria were all broken yester- 
day, excepting one and that only one -gave 
out last night. Today, however, a few of them 
have been restored. The worst trouble was at 
the Long bridge over the Potomac, where men 
could net work on account of the high wind 
and intense cold. From Alexandria south the 
wires are intact and by tomorrow enough will 
be working between here and Alexandria to 
afford prempt telegraphic communication 
south ward. 

Washington is noted for its changeable cli- 
mate, but there is nothing upon record, with- 
in memory, more remarkable than the change 
from the spring-like mildness of Saturday to 
the furious snow and rain of Sunday, followed 
by the freezing gales of Monday and Tuesday. 

The work done yesterday in the way of re- 
pairing telegraph wires leading to the city and 
clearing obstructions from railroad tracks was, 
toa large extent, undene by the wind of last 
night and today. The velocity of the gale at 
nine o’clock this morning was sixty miies an 
hour. A force of linemen that started out 
from Philadelphia arrived in this city early 
this morning. Between Philadelphia and 
Washington they removed from the railroad 
track over seven hundred telegraph poles. 

The cut off between this city and New York 
seems to be hopeiess, for the present at least, 
and there seems to be no chances of re-estab- 
lishing communication as long as the weather 
continues to be so severe. t night the 
wind blew down all poles along the Metro- 
politan branch of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. It is difficult to get men to work, 
and it is more difficult for them to accomplish 
anything when they attempt to work, Tele- 
graph men state that the wreck of the lines is 
the worst they have ever known. 

The Western Union company have sent a 
force of operaters to Alexandria, and have 
established a messenger service between 
Alexandria and’  § Washington. By 
this means they have cleared

New York is only had by way of Cincinnati 
and Chicago. iladelphia is still isolated.

THE BLIZZARD AT PITTSBURG. 

PitrspurG, Pa., March 13.—For several 
years there has not been such an absolute 
dearth of telegraph communication with the 
east as there was yesterday and last night. 
Though intensely cold, Pittsburg suffered lit- 
tle from the storm of Sunday night. East- 
ward the blizzard rolled down the mountain 
side and thro the Janiata valley, scattering 
fences, breaking telegraph wires, upsetting 
small frame buildings and causing great loss in 
Various ways. It was a bad night for the Penn- 
sylvania trains. Many freight trains were com- 
pelled to take to the sidings and waituntil this 
morning. ; 

A short distance east of here last night a 
brakeman was blown from the top of a car, 
but was not dangerously injured. eTrain men 
pronounce it the worst storm ever known in 
these regions. Onetrain man said: 

“Between Philadelphia and Downington the 
wind almost blew the cars off the track; the 
air was piercing cold and the beating wind 
made it almost impossible to stand in the storm. 
The snow was so heavy and so thick that you 
could not see three feet in front of you. Tele- 
graph poles, trees, fences and other things, 
were biown across the tracks and our train 
made very little headway, For miles east of 
Downington every telegraph pole on the road 
has been blown down and the wires scattered 
all over the tracks. One of the poles blew 
down as the train was moving along slowly 
and knocked the smoke stack off of the en- 
gine. The latter ran into a net work of wires 
which wrapped themselves around it. We 
had to stop for a long time to get released. We 
suffered terribly trying to get away from the 
wires and were almost frozen.~’

WHAT WILL HIS WIFE DO NOW? 


The Story of a Clerk Who Stole Dry 
Goods. 

Cuicaco, March 13.—‘I was getting only 
$12 a week and was constantly tormented with 
thinking how my wife and children would do 
should I be thrown out of work or get sick,” 
said William E. Eldridge, the tears slowly 
coursing down his cheeks as he s in the 
central police station last evening. He is an 
Anglo-Canadian, who has been employed five 
years as floor walker at a prominent south 
side dry goods store. At least_$20,000 worth of 
silks, velvets and other stuff which he stole 
since Christmas was recovered at his home. 
“IT am a member of the Methodist church and 
moved here from the provinee of Quebec, It 
has taken all my salary to liveon. Last Christ- 
mas I first began stealing. My pence gave 
me opportunities for doing so. carried the 
stuff home at night, threw it into the closet 
and turned the key in the door. My wife 
knows nothing of it. I have disposed of none 
of it. My idea was to have something to fall 
back upon if I should get sick or lose my job. 

It required two trips of a patrol wagon to 
bring in the huge bundles of the stolen prop- 
erty from Eldridge’s house to the station. 


THREATS OF LYNCHING. 


Levi Brown Waives Examination and is 
Bound Over. 

CHATTANOOGA, March sh eecieh er 
Brown, who murdered Lizzie Davis at John 
Lovell’s boardinghouse last night, was to have 
had a preliminary hearing before Judge Free- 
man today, but the officers were afraid to take 
the murderer out of jail. A crowd of fifty men 
assembled quietly in front of the magistrates 
oflice, prepared with a rope to lynch the mur- 
derer. The situation of affiairs was made 
known to Brown, and he decided to waive a 
hearing and was bound over to court without 
bond. Brown is trying to = the crazy 
dodge. The murder was a cold blooded one, 
and threats of lynching are freely induiged in.

Mr. Cockrell offered an amendment, to ex- 
tend the inquiry to instances of pernicious 
partizan activity of republican officials, since 
the executive order of President Hayes, of 
June, 1878, particularly in the presidential 
elections of 1880 and 1884. 

Mr. Hale said that ene he had no ob- 
jection to the investigation proposed in the 
amendment, but he wished it to be distinct 
from his own proposition which was to make a 
clear and distinct investigation of what was 
going on today. He could not, therefore, con- 
sent to the amendment. He was not, how- 
ever, opposed to the investigation. He de- 
sired it, but it should goon distinctly by itself. 

Mr. Hoar gould not see the propriety of an 
amendment proposing to investigate the past, 
The practical question was that of the present 
observance or violation of the law. Mr. Hoar 
asked Mr. Cockrell if by his amendment he 
wished to plead an ‘‘offset."’ 

Mr. Cockrell replied that there was no need 
of an offset. Buteven if the insinuations in 
the original resolution were true, they had 
been a thousandfold more than counterbal- 
anced by the preceding administration. 

Mr. Dawes—Is it a justification which the 
senator from Missouri wishes to plead? The 
justification is that somebody else was just as 
bad as this reform administration. 

Mr. Cockrell—We don’t want any justifica- 
tion. The present administration speaks for 
itself and can take care of itself before the 
people. We simply want the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth, and that is 
not what is desired upon the opposite side. 

Mr. Dawes—The senator is resisting just ex- 
actly that thing. He is not willing to stand 
on merits, but desires to go after something 
else which may better things where merits 
will fail. If the administration is desirous of 
standing on itsown merits the best way is to 
ascertain what its merits are and not what the 
merits 6f somebody else have been. 

Mr. Cotkrell—It is the fear of the result that 
excites the opposition. I anticipated as much. 
All that we ask is that the country may see 
the administrations ae and draw its

Beek’s bill to provide for the retirement of 
United States legal tender and national bank 
notes of small denominations and the issue of 
coin certificates in lieu of gold certificates. 

' Mr. Beck addressed the senate in regard to it. 

Mr. Beck delivered at great length a care- 
fully prepared speech, devoting his attention 
principally to Mr Sherman. After criticizing 
several of Mr. Sherman’s reports and 
tions while secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Beck said: 

“That is one of the reasons why I said that 
while the senator from Ohio might be presi- 
dent of the United States, his conduct in rela- 
tion to the act of 1875 and his great financial 
abilities (exercised, as they have always been, 
in the interest of the money power) will not be 
a record of which he will be proud when he 
comes before the-people. Notwithstanding all 
his preténces about silver, he asserted that in 
the banks of England, France, Germany and 
Austro-Hungary, silver was now in excess of 
gold; that silver was there at par 
with gold, and that it was 
maintained at par without any trouble what- 
ever. The bill which he had introduced had 
been voted for by five of eleven members of 
the finance cominittee. It proposed to issue 


coin certificates instead of gold and silver cer- - 


tificates. This was the first great step for the 
country to take. * Silver had its friends amon 
the people at large, but it had done it so muc 
harm as the senator from Ohio. That senator 
Was one of the very ablest men in public life, 
and it was because of his great ability, that he 
(Beck) regarded his policy as dangerous to the 
great masses of the people. He made no 
charges against the senator, jas to repudiation 
or anything wrong, but he thought that his 
policy was death to the best interestof the 
masses of the people. 

Referring to the efforts of the national banks 
to prevent the coinage of silver, he spoke of 
those banks as a failure; as no longer of an 
account; as going down every day. As to Ed- 
ward Atkinson's report on the silver question, 
he said that gentleman not even pretended to 
notice the fact that a great parliamentary com- 
mission, under Lord Iddlesleigh, had investi- 
gated the subject and had reported to the queen 
that the business depression. everywhere pre- 
vailing had grown out of the great conspiracy 
of 1873 against Silver between England, Ger- 
many and the United States, and that the 
restoration of silver to its legal tender quality 
was all that was wanted. He read a letter to 
himself from Edward Pierrepont, calling his 
attention to the efforts of national banks, in 
their convention in Pittsburg last November, 
to suspend indefinitely the coinage of silver, 
and stating that such indefinite su®pension was 
just what the English wanted. 

Coming back to the report of Edward Atkin- 
son, he spoke of him as dontbiiens an able and 
respectable man, but a doctrinaire; as not the 
sort of a man whom he (Beck) would send any- 
where to take care of sifver any more than he 
would send ont a wolf to take care of lambs in 
the blue grass regions of Kentucky. 

Mr. Hoar reminded Mr. Beck that the pres- 
ent administration had sent a petition to 
Europe. 

Mr. Beck—I know it, and that is what I 
complain of. Oh, bless you, there are gold 
men in the democratic party as well as in the 
repubiican party. We are not divided exactly 
on that line and there are some men on the 
other side of the chamber who stand by us in 
sustaining silver. 

in conclusion he said that he would call up 
his bill for action at an early day when he 
would see whether the senate agreed with him 
in thinking his bill in the right direction. He 
was not sure that silver should not be coined 
up to the maximum of the limit instead of the 
minimum. 

Mr. Sherman said that as a matter of course, 
he would not undertake to reply to the argument 
of the senator from Kentucky on the sitver 
question, but he would reply briefly to one or two 
matters of a personal character which the sen- 
ator from Kentucky felt justified in lugging 
into the controversy. He (Sherman) was now 
able, from the original senate records, to show 
that the billin question had been openly dis- 
cussed, fully considered, submitted to public 
opinion in every form, inside of congress and 
outside. It was not a bill of his. He had never 
seen it until it was sent to him 
as chairman of the finance committee by 
the secretary of the treasury. It did not 
become a law for three years afterward, and in 
the meantime it had been printed thirteen 
times, and had been debated over and over 
again. He knew that the original proposition 
of the house was to convert silver dollars into 
minor coins, and he did not believe in that. 
He believed it better to have a coin according 
to the desires of the California people, that 
would become a coin of commerce. But there 
was one thing which he did not see. He did 
not see into the future. He did not foresee 
that the silver dollar, which was then at a pre- 
mium of three per cent overthe gold dollar, 
would, within fifteen years, be worth only 
seventy cents. If anybody had told him so he 
would have thought him crazy. Soa. that 
all that there was about about it was that 
congress had not foreseen the chnage in the 
value of the silver dollar. When any one, in 
the light of those facts, said that anything was 
sought to be done by indirection and secrecy he 
did injustice to himself and the reeords. As 
to payment of interest of United States bonds 
in coin (which Mr. Beck had found so much 
fault with) he thanked God that that had been 
legislated for. If it had not been, what, he 
asked, would have become of the national 
eredit. Without that strong anchor of the 
coin interest, United States bonds would have 
disappeared like confederate bonds into thin 
air, unhonored and unsung. As tothe silver 
question, he was not opposed to silver. - He 
wished tbat he could add thirty per cent to the 
value of all silver in the world and in the 
mines. Butsilver would have tobe maintained 
at a gold standard, either by receiving them 
and hoarding them, or by increasing the weight 
of the silver dollar. Afterall, what had his 
silver friends made by their forced attempts to 
get silver into circulation? Silver had gone 
down steadily. He would like to see it ad- 
vance in value. Congress and the nation were 
powerful in many things, but they were not 

werful enough to increase values. These 

ad to be fixed by the value-making mercan- 
tile nations. 

The senate adjourned.

. Officials and Free Passes. 

Two prominent officials of different states 
have heen brought before the public, through 
Me press, during the past week, in a@ man- 

mer which, to say the least of it, puts them 
in an embarrassing position. Governor Low- 
ry, of Mississippi, and Judge Green, of the 
supreme court of Pennsylvania, are the two 
dignitaries involved, and if they did not live 
in states in which the absurd law prohibit- 
ing officials from accepting free passes pre- 
vails, theirs would in all probability be a 
happier lot at the presentSime; not that 
they are apt to be punished directly for ac- 
cepting passes in violation of the laws of 
their states, but because they have been 
talked about entirely too much, and have 
been promiscuously paraded under very un- 
favorable circumstances. 

The law-makers of Pennsylvania and Mis- 
sissippi are evidently of the opinion that 
not only themselves, but all other public 
officials, are highly susceptible of having 
their official actions controlled by other than 
just considerations. They do not seem to 
consider that an officer whose conduct could 
be influenced by the acceptance of a pass 
would not be restrained by an absurd and 
ineffective law attempting to prevent it. 
Such a law is foolish, impracticable and un- 
“necessary, and so easy of evasion as to be- 
come practically nugatory. 

However this may be, if a state has such 
a law, its officials shou!d be governed by it. 
Governor Lowry’s reputation is too well es- 
tablished to leave the slightest room for the 
belief that his official conduct could be in- 
fluenced by any improper consideration, 
much less a railroad pass. It is more than 
probable that the whole matter is due to 
some oversight, and even if a pass was ac- 
cepted, the circumstances no doubt justified 
the act. Very probably the law is a dead 

letter law, and by custom and general con- 
sent has passed into a state of disuse. 

The ease of Judge Green, of Pennsylva- 
nia, is creating considerable attention. A 
few days ago he was robbed of his pocket- 
book, which was soon found intact, minus

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its money, and carefully stowed away under 


its cover were a number of railroad passes 
made out in hisname. The law of Penn- 
Sylvania is even more stringent against a 
public official accepting passes than that of 
Mississippi, it being a matter of constitu- 
tional prohibition in the former state. 
Judge Green helps to construe that ancient 
document, he evident!y holds a different 
opinion from that generally accepted, as to 
what it intends when it says that sucha 
The judge, no 
doubt, believes that the state constitution 
meaus directly tothe contrary of what it 
said. At any rate, the public has called for 
the judge’s version of this feature of the 
constitution, but as yet the judge is silent.

A Mysterious Case, 

Ten years ago Cashier Barron was found 
dead in the vault of. the Dexter, Maine, 
bank. 
and a gash'found on his head showed that his 
death was caused by violence. As a matter 
of course the funds of the bank were miss- 
ing. 

After investigating the matter the bank 
officials came to the conclusion that Barron 
was short in his accounts, and had tied and 
gagged himself and committed suicide, hop- 
ing in this way to clear his name and create 
the impression that he had been murdered 
at his post of duty.

In order to conceal his guilt he 
induced Worcester Sam and Johnny Dobbs 
to bind him and gag him in the bank one 
night, promising them all the money in the 
vault. The two burglars did all that was 
required of them, but when they found only 
a small sum of money in the bank their in- 
dignation got the better of them and they 
hurled the faithless casbier into the vault 
with such force as to crush his skull. The 
Herald claims that these facts were revealed 
by an accomplice of the robbers. The next 
thing in order will be an interview with 
Dobbs, who is serving a term in the Massa- 
chusetis penitentiary. His comrade, 
Worcester Sam, is still a fugitive from jus- 
tice. . :

RANDALL'S TARIFF BILL. 
How the Pennsylvania Congressman Proposes 
to Relieve the Taxpayer. 


Mr. Randall makes the following statement 
about his bill, which he introduced in the house 


on Monday: 

‘The bill repeals the entire internal tax on tobacco 
and on fruit brandies, It also repeals the license 
tax on wholesale and retail liquor dealers, leaving 
these, as recommended by Jefferson, so that ‘the 
state authorities might adopt them.’ 
hol used in the arts free, and reduces the tax on 
whisky to fifty cents per gallon. On the tariff, the 
bill is a careful and compiete revision of the whole 
tariff system. It carries to the free list a large num- 
Ber of articles now paying duties, and which enter 
into consumption, either as raw material, or other- 
wise, and in the production of which there is no in- 
jurious eompetition befween this and other coun- 
tries. In the revision of the tariff, the aim has been 
intelligently toapply consistent principles to all 
branches of industry, and in so doing, our industrial 
system has been considered as a whole, and 
differing from other industrial systems in the impor- 
{aut fact that the labor in this country received a 
larger share of the annual products of labor and 
capital combined than in any other country. This 
important advantage to the labor interesis of the 
United States, the bill aims to preserve throughout, 
-while at the sime time ‘‘in fairness to all interests,”’ 
as siated in the Chicago plaiform, ‘‘to reduce and 
equalize’’ the duties on imports. 

The principles applied to the revision of the tariff 
in this bill are, first, that the difference in cost of 

producing commodities in this and other countries, 
where there is no climatic or other natural causes 
why they can not be produced abundantly in this 
country, has been studied. Insuch a scheme ail 
industries of course should stand on an equal footing, 
and in no instance should the powers of government 
be used to elevate one over another. In other words, 
our industrial system must be considered as 
a whole, in which all who participate in it share its 
benefits, whether they are engaged in one industry 
orin another. One principle of great importance 
has been kept constantly in view, and that is that 
the line which marks the difference in the cost 
of producing commodities here and abroad—in 
other words, the line of fa r competition—is always 
and necessarily above the point of maximum rev- 
enue, Consequently, to reduce ther duties on any 
commodity below the line of difference in cost, 
which, as stated, ia the line of even competition, un- 
til the line of maximum revenue is passed, pecessa- 
rily increases the revenues. On the conirary, to 
raise duties from the line of maximum revenue, by 
lessening importaticms, reduces the revenues. This 
principle has been kept in view throughout the 
bill, in the adjustment of duties. To determine just 
where the line of difference in cost falls is, of course, 
in many instances, dificult; but it may 
be safely assumed, when importations in 
any line of commodities is large 
and inereasing--avd no good reason 
appearing why the things cannot #8 well be pro- 
duced here—that such duties are below the cost line. 
and that the advantage is with the foreign pro- 
ducer. If production in the sameline is diminish- 
ed, or suspended altogether, in this country, it be- 
comes proof positive that the advantage is too great 
to be overcome without a readjustment of duties. 
In such cases—embracing, however, buta few arti- 
cles—-there has Leen no hesitancy in preparing this 
bill to raise duties so as to permit these industries to 
take their place abreast with others in the country. 
Where importations are light and increasing, it may 
consistently be assumed that the duties are quiie 
high enough, and, in many cases, may be safely re 
duced’ and in case the indusiry is of sucha nature 
as to permit trusts and combinations ofany kintito 
raise prices above thelevelof prices or proiits in 
other industries, then it. becomes important 
that the cost line should be closely adhered 
to; and that has been the aim in this bill in the in- 
dustries where trusts or combinations are supposed 
to have such power. It is less important, of course, 
to apply this rule rigidly where prices are regulated 
through free competition; in such cases, under well 
known economic principles, the tendency is always 
to a general level in profits, wages and prices in any 
industrial system. lu working out the deiails of 
the bil) under these principles, the aim has been to 
pare closely and adjust carefully the different sched- 
ules, with the object always in view to lower duties 
wherever possible and reduce the reyenues, beinz 
Careful, at the same time, to hurt no established in. 
dustry. 

The estimated reluctions under this bill will be: 
On internal taxation repealed, $70,000,000; estimated 
reduction on tariff schedules, $25,000,000. The bill 
is the result of great labor and industry, and is 
framed aiter the fullest inquiry and conference with 
those directly interested.”’

Some Colored Orators Have Hard Times Ex- 
_ pressing Their Views—A Unique Feature. 


The mass meeting of colored people at the 
courtbouse last night, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the claims of the various candidates 
for delegates tojthe national republican conven- 
tion, was largely attended and highly enthusi- 
astic. 

The meeting was organized by the selection 
of Zeb Cargile as chairman, Robert Schell as 
secretary. The election for secretary was a 
rather unique affair. There were two candi- 
dates, and one of them was nominated and 
elected as ‘“‘Mr. Schell.”” As soon as the 
chairman anounced that ‘‘Mr. Schell’ was 
elected, two darkeis ‘arose simultaneously 
divested themselves of their overcoats and 
started for the chair, which had been provided 
for the secretary. . There were two men with 
the same name, and the excitement ran high 
until a small majority declared on a new ballot 
that 1; Robert Schell was the one. The 
early part of the proceedings was one mass of 
explanations and points of order, but after it 
became settled that the purpose of the meeting 
was to hear from the various candidates, W. 
A. Pledger obtained the floor. 

‘*T am not,’’ he explained, ‘‘a candidate for 
dalegate from this district, but fiom Athens; 
but we are all working for the same thing, and 
that is the establishing of a republican party 
in Georgia. ‘Po get our rights we have to 
match against $200,000,000 a colored wealth of 
$10,000,000. There is but one way to do, and 
that isto fool the white people. Already the 
light is breaking, and 100,000 white voters in 
Georgia are on the point of leaving the 
democratic party. They have not yet 
become reconciled to the idea of a split, 
and they will swallow the tariff 
rather than swallowthenegro. But it’sa muat- 
ter of time. They see that their interests are 
suffering, and they will vote with us after 
awhile. Then the negro will set in judgment 
in Georgia. The germ of democratic discord 
will have grown into a tree, and the winds of 
heaven, as they whistle through its branches, 
will sing asong of liberty for the blackest as 
well as for the whitest.’’ [Great applause. } 

Howard Horton created considerable confn- 
sion, but being promised that he could speak 
after the candidates were through, he resigned 
the floor to C. C. Wimbish. Smith Easley, 
Jr., made a sensible speech: against raising 
points of order. Horton again made a motion 
that the candidates go up and take seats on 
the platform.

JERUSALEM. 


Vivid Description of the Grand 
Old City 


By Mr. Von Finkelstein at Trinity Church 
Last Night—The Audience Delightea 
With the Lecture, 


Mr. Peter M. Van Finkelstein delivered alie 
other vivid picture lecture in the lecture-rooma 
at Trinity church to a good audience. This 
time his theme was “City Life in Jerusalem.’? ; 
He handled it in a masterly manner, holding, 
the undivided attention of the audience fop 
two hours. 


The stage was set to represent the interior of 

a Mahommedan home, There were two ladies 
a gentleman and two boys in rich oriental dress 
who assisted the lecturer in illustrating hig 
subject. - : 

_ There were two classes of people in Paleg. 
. tine—the Bedouins, who roved about: the fel.: 
laheen, or a tiller -of the soil, and the: city 
people. The home scene represented on the 
stage was called a harem, or the part of a’ 
home set apart for the women ot the family. 
Strangers cannot enterthe harem. None ex-“ 
cept relatives of the family are admitted. The’ 
married women wear flowers amid their | 
plaited hair. Girls do not. 
ried women can be distinguished from the sin- 
gle atsight. You tell a married woman at a 
glance by the flowers in her hair, 
The city of Jerusalem was des| 
scribed at length. She rests upon the 
the tops of four mountains, is surrounded by 
gorges and ravines, and back of these a chain 
of mountains encircles the city. As the moun- 
taMs are around Jerusalem, so is the Lord 
around those who fear him. The walls are 
from forty to eighty feet high. and upon t)eng 
are thirty-four square towers where the 
watchmen stand day and night and guard 
the city from roving bands of Bedouing 
and sinugglers. There are six large city gates. 
it was the custom formerly to bar or bolt these 
gates at sundown and open them early in the 
morning, but since the building of the New 
Jerusalem—the suburbs of the old city-—they 
are keptopen late in the night, for the bene« 
fit of those living beyond the walls. 
He described the eve of a needid 
which was simply a small gate 
or wicket in the big gate for foot passengers, 
A prominent infidel at the academy of musie, 
New York, had ridiculed the language of Jesus 
when he said, “It is easier for a camel to ga 
through the eye of a needle than for a rich} 
mau to enter the kingdom of Heaven.” The 
intidel held up a cambric needle to his andi- 
ence and said: *‘A rich man cannot gothrough 
thiseye. It is an impossibility.” The lecturer 
said, ‘*This shows the ignorance of that infidel. 
There were no cambric needles in those days.” 
Even Shakspeare speaks of a camel going 
through the postern of a needle. 


Now the eye of the needle is the little vate 
within the big gate. A man with his camel 
arrives at the big gate after it has been closed 
for the night. He don’t want to stay outside 
the city. He knocks at theeye, the little cate, 
Lhe keeper opens it, but tells him that he cane 
notopenthe big gate. The camel must go 
throngh the eye of the needle. The camel 


kneels and his master unloads him, stripping 
the beast of everything but his halter. He 
pulls the camel’s head and neck through the 
little gate, and the servant hits one foot, then 
the other of the animal, and pushes them 
through the smal! opening. In this way, the 


camel is pulled and pushed and squeezed’ 
through the eye of the needle into the city of 
Jerusalem.

In the city court, Judge Howard Van E 
presiding, a damage case, involving some A 
usual points, was tried yesterday. 

It was the case of James Campbell vs. the 
Metropolitan Street Railway

ing the cars’ frequent trips. He says he suf- 
fered material injury, and that his furniture 
and bedclothes have been ruined by the in- 
tolerable dust which the cars produce by their 
frequent trips. Further, that his wife’s health 
has suffered greatly from the same cause, and 
that as a consequence of the noise his children 
have lost sleep. He asserts in general terms 
that the company has done him and his family 
and his property serious injury, for which he 
claims redress. 

The case was begun in the city court yester- 
day morning, and the above statements were 
put in evidence. The plaintiff was represented 

y Colonel George T. Fry and Mr. Frank A. 
Arnold, and the defendant was represented by 
Messrs. Haygood & Douglas and E. W, 
Martin, 

A general demurrer to the declaration was 
made by Mr. Martin in behalf of his colleagues. 
He took the position that the running of a 
street car line was not a nuisance to the com- 
munity, even if some particular individual 
suffered inconvenience or annoyance; that it 
could riot be regarded as a nuisance to any one 
man unless his neighbors suffered in common. 
He said that if the road was a nuisance, it was 
a public nuisance and not a private one; that 
any of the plaintiff’s neighbors could lay a 
claim for damages if the company was held 
liable in this case. In support of these propo- 
sitions Mr. Martin adduced several authorities 
and quoted them freely, making apposite com- 
ments as he went along. ) 

The counsel for the plaintiff took issue with 
Mr. Martin and argued that, under the consti- 
tution of Georgia, the property of private citi- 
zens could not with impunity be damaged ; that 
there was a redress in law for any person 
whose property had been taken or damaged, 
and they thought that this case was one which 
belonged in that category. 

After hearing arguments on both sides, 
Judge Van Epps sustained the demurrer, 
which was equivalent to non-suiting the plaint- 
iff’s lawyers, since they must start the case de 
novo. 

In announcing his decision, Judge Van 
Epps said: 

‘The court is of the opinion that the incon- 
veniences set out in the declaration and in the 
amendmentsallowed by the court, to-wit: noise, 
dust, ringing of bells, clatter and rattle of the hoo‘s 
of animals and cars, were notsuch asto give them 
a right of actiou fordamage. If it. be true that such 
inconveniences do give the right of action, the aid 
of the legislature should be at once invoked to pro- 
vided sufficient courts and juries to try all the cases 
that citizens living along the lineof street railroads, 
might discover, in their opinion, entitling them to 
camages.”’

WHAT ALETTER DID. | 


An Anonymous Communication 
Puts Detectives to Work. 


The Work of the Day With Those Who 
Violate the Law—Lou Bailey Bound 
Over—A Man’s Money. ; 


When the mail carrier dropped the morning 
mail into police headquarters yesterday, there 
was in the batch a letter addressed to Chief 
Connolly in a bold, clear handwriting, and the 
letter was of a sensational character. 

. It was an anonymous letter, however. 

The paper had the same date as that of the 
delivery, and informed the chief of police that 
@ woman living in the northern part of the 
city named Perkins had made a desperate at- 
tempt to murder her son-in-law, J. W. Thomp- 
son, on Saturday night last. —The woman was 
aided in her attempt, so the letter stated, by a 
man, and the means by which death was 
sought to be inflicted wasrunning a red-hot 
poker through the intended victim. The 
plan, however, failed, and the letter was writ- 
ten tothe chief of police because a second 
attempt to murder Thompson was to be made. 
That attempt, so the letter stated, was to be 
made last night at 8 o’clock, and Chief Con- 
nolly was called upon to interfere and save 
Thompson's life. At first the letter amused 
the chief, but soon after receiving it a second 
note of the same character was handed him. 
Tn that the plan of the pro d murder was 
disclosed, and the chief decided to. look into 
the matter. Placing both letters in the hands 
of Chief of Detectives Buchanan, he instructed 
him to watch the affair. Just before 8 o’clock 
last night Buehanan, with Bedford, Reeves 
and Cason, was near the house. They quietly 
watched the place a half hour, and seeing 
nothing to arouse their suspicions, they decided 
to goin. At the door they were met by an elderly 
lady, who invited them in. Detective Buchanan 
conversed with the lady awhile and then, be- 
lieving that there was nothing in the story told 
in the letters, explained the object of his visit. 
At first the lady was quite indignant but after 
reading the letters laughed quite heartily. She 
then informed the officers that she was the 
lady who was represented to have tried to run 
a red hot poker through Thompson. The ladg 
then informed the detectives that Thompson 
was her son-in-law and added that she had 
driven him away from home because he would 
not contribute to the support of his family. 

When the detectives returned to police 
headquarters last night Buchanan made a full 
written report to the chief of police. It goes 
without saying that that report wont be tiled 
away. 


She ‘s Under Bond, 


Lou Bailey, the woman in whose house 
Setela Dunaway was found a few days ago, 
was arrested and given a cell in the city prison 
yesterday. The woman’s arrest was dueto a 
Gwinnett county warrant. Immediately after 
Jackson carr} d the girl home he went before 
& justice of the peace and swore out a warrant 
charging Lou Baileygwith kidnapping. The 
warrant was sent to Atlanta and reached Chief 
of Police Connolly yesterday morning. The 
chief at once placed the warrant in Mounted 
Officer Goodwin’s hands. The ofticer went di- 
rect to the woman’s house, and, arresting her, 
conducted her to police headquarters, where 
she was locked up. ‘Two or three hours later 
Bailey succeeded in giving a bond and was re- 
leased. The complainant, Jackson, asserts 
that he can establish the charge, and says that 
he intends to prosecuie the accused to the ex- 
tent of the law.

Hardeman Echols has Two Living Wives in

Hardeman Echols is the name of a dark 
whose case yesterday in Judge Manning’s 
court Was péculiar, in that the most puzzling 
question at issue was not as to whether or not 
the negro had committed acrime, but as to 
what the crime was.

it was really a little war with the West Point. 

‘We old men,’’ said Major Wallace, ‘“‘think 
we have had enough war, have we not General 
Alexander.’’ 

It was a proposition to which the general 
assented. 

Mr. James L. Taylor, general freight and 
passenger agent of the Richmond and Danville, 
was the next speaker. He submitted tothe com- 
mission the last annual report of the Pennsyl- 
vania road, and it was upon this that he based 
his argument against the reduction—and an 
able argument it was. 

‘Tn 1887,’’ he said, ‘‘the Pennsylvania lines, 
east of Pittsburg, carried 54,700,000 passengers, 
the total amount of passenger mileage (based 
upon the unit) was 1,400,000,000. That shows 
the vast amount of business done. These 
figures show you that the average earnings on 
each passenger, per mile, reaches 2.263 cents, 
the average expense 1.715, leaving the average 
profits .548 cents. It will be readily seen 
that a reduction of a half a_ cent 
would wipe out the entire profit. 
Now it isa well-known fact that the depart- 
ments of the Pennsylvania road are probably 
the most complete of any road in the country, 
and this information is doubtless as accurate 
statistical information as can be had in this 
country or anywhere else. There is a road 
which. passes through the richest agricultural 
and mineral regions in the country: a road 
whose facilities are all the best; one which 
doubtless operates with more economy than 
any other road—one which can without doubt 
haul a passenger one mile cheaper than any 
other road in the country. Yet at3 cents per 
mile, that road only makes .548 cents. 

‘‘A comparison of the population of the ter- 
ritory through which that road and that 
through which our road, for instance, runs. 
The census of 1880 fixes the total of all the 
counties through which our road runs as 176,- 
000. Now your comparison: Take Allegheny 
county with its 355,000; Philadelphia county 
with 849,000; Lancaster county 148,000, and so 
on. Take the counties traversed by the New 
York Central and you will see the same vast 
difference Now it isan axiom that the pas- 
senger traffic varies directly in proportion to 
the population, Here is a table of relative 
density: Massachusetts 221, New York 106, 
Pennsylvania 95.2, Rhode Island 154, Georgia 
26.1. The deductions are too apparent to re- 
quire any explanation. The figures speak 
eloquent Ye. 

ajor Wallace: ‘‘Isn’t the cost of equip- 
ment of these big roads very heavy, and 
doesn’t that affeet the average cost per mile ?’’ 

‘That is true,’’ replied Mr. Taylor, “but 
that is offset, it seems to me, by immunity 
from accident, which, we all know, costs very 


much, 

Mr. W. P. Hardee, of the Savannah, Flori- 
da and Western, read a paper showing the 
population per square mile of the states south 
of the Ohio and Potomac and east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and showed while Georgia’s average 
population per square mile was, with the ex- 
ception of Mississippi. the lowest, the roads of 
Virginia, North Carolina and South Carolina 
charge more than 3 cents per mile while the 
roads of the other states charge 3 cents per 
mile. He showed, also, that any reduction 
would work a great hardship upon the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western, as the average 
population in the section tributary to that road 
is not half as dense as in other parts of the 
state. Mr. Hardee thought what the public 
wants is better accommodations, not lower 
rates. 

Mr. Brown again took the floor. ‘Your let- 
ter to the roads,”’ he said to the commission- 
ers, ‘‘calls this meeting to consider the matter 
of ‘equalization of rates.’ Now, does that inean 
making the rate on one portion of a road the 
same for the whole road? In justice to our 
company I want to say a word about the East 
Tennessee. Ever since that road has been in 
existence it has been meeting our rate to Dal- 
ton, and this by consent of the commission. 
Now they have to do that or go out of the Dal- 
ton business.”” Then he illustrated by the 
East Tennessee and the Central to Macon and 
the Central to Savannah that, in his opinion, 
this ‘“‘equalization’’ would be unfairand unjust 
in many cases. : : 

After Mr. Brown had finished Major Wal- 
lace asked if any others desired to speak upon 
the subject under discussion. There were no 
responses, and it was agreed that the further 
hearing of the case should be ed until a 
special meeting to be held on y, April 3d.

WOOLFOLK’S CASE, 


The Motion for 2a New Trial to Be Heard at 
Macon by Judge Gustin March 30th. 

Many inguiries touching the present status 
of the Woolfolk murder case have been made 
recently, and Tue Constitution has been 
asked repeatedly: ‘‘How does the Woolfolk 
case stand?’’ The case is in statu quo. 

In a few weeks it will assume a new phase. 

Colonel Kutherford, of Macon, and Mr. 
Frank Walker, of Atlanta, the counsel of Tom 
Woolfolk, the Bibb county murderer, will 
make a strenuous effort to get a new trial for 
their client. The motion fora new trial was 
to have been argued several weeks ago before 
Judge Gustin at Macon, but it was postponed 
till March oOth. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Woolfolk has 
dropped out the newspapers and very little has 
been written about him lately, the public has 
not forgotten him and _ still takesa deep in- 
terest in the case. 

Several newspapers announced a few weeks 
ego that the motion for a new trial had been 
granted by Judge Gustin. This is notso; the 
motion has never been heard. 

The murder laid to Woolfolk’s charge was 
commiited the 6th of August last year. 

The trial of Woolfolk began the 8th of De- 
cember and lasted eight days, resulting in the 
conviction of the defendant, who was sen- 


ry 10th, 

The lawyers of the defendant made a mo- 
tion for a new trial, but court adjourned before 
the motion was heard.
